{nl other words, reclaimed rubber 
can be used as a substitute for new 
rubber and, in fact, its use is some- 
times ‘indicated in articles where 
there ts no stretching or flexing of 
the rubber necessary to its proper 
use. :

any great amount of a substance 
that will interfere with this natural 
characteristic of new pure rubber. 

“TE will admit that it may be 

possible to use a certain quantity 
of reclaimed rubber in the tread 
stock of a tire without seriously 
affecting the quality of the tire, 
previding t the amount of re- 
claimed rubber is not over abont 
10 per cent., but any amount be- 
yend 10 per cent., even in a tire 
tread, would tend to stiffen up 
the stock so that it would not be 
as good as a flexible new rubber 
stock.

“There is another and a very 
important featare involved in the 
use of reclaimed rabber in thé 
manufacture of tires. This is the 
fact that the manufacturer can 
have no proper control over the 
aniformity of the Stocks used in 
his prodact. The reclaimed rub- 
ber would be made from all sorts 
of old and disearded tires and 
other rabber goods, some of 
which may have been reclaimed 
before. Each time that rubber is 

reclaimed its quality, so far as 
proper streiching is concerned, 
is lessened.”’

Ff, have spoken before of the inevitable development in 

motor transport that is coming to other countries 
than vur own. The fact that American manufacturers 
exported 500,000 motor vehicles last year and will probably 
send 750,000 overseas this year, is a definite proof of the, 
determination of the world to enjoy the blessings of motor.
